This sad experience of lal)or lead¬ 
ers tuniinR upon their class, led to 
the cry of “no politics itt the union."

ou'ily used. Nr>A Y<irk foniie*! a 
General Tra<fcs* 1 huon in i8.Vb and 
the idea of orj^nizalion spread to 
every city of an.s si/r, so tliat it is 
claimed tliat io 18(6 Philadelphia 


could show a lar^jrr profionion oi 
the citizens or^nUed than has been 
the case in this c*»untrv s*ncc. 

In 18^ the National Trades Union 
was formed, ana.iirld three veatly 
conventions befat«i >t died. Tabor 
papers of lliii p«f4A*d were the "Daily 
Mzn,“ published by the New York 
union; the “Workiiiffriian’s Advocate," 
and the "National Laborer." 

Splitting tba Labor Vote! 

The Mechani(;f^. .Union of Phila¬ 
delphia had sprotiR from a ateike of 
the carpentert lor a ten-hoor day. 
Ttieir vfogan "6 to 6." meaning a ten- 
hoar.day. was finally taken up by the 
other narties. and with such success, 
we are (old. that jn i8to the American 
tKtlicicui* had learnrd for the first 
time "how to aplit Ihe labor vole.’^ 
Tire lalx>r party had included small 
IradeLmrn m it* enrollment. There 
was a good deal of labor politics those 
*!ays. the alignment being the "pr*'- 
duclive clastei" again*! the “aiislLC- 
raev." 

By 18.t5-.t6 ^an mt»derable national 
situation had devetope*!. Prices had 
gone skyward, and wauc* did not rive 
Io meet the added cost of livelihood. 
Strikes were innunierable, and the 
unions mnltiplied and became power¬ 
ful nrtly to break down a few years 
later threugh over-organixation. The 
first appearance of "jurisdictitmal 
disptltes" was here witnes.sed, tn con- 
se-juence 

Labor's Political Victories. 

But meanwhile ground had been 
gained. Yuries st><pp(d bringing in 
verdict* for consniracy. The ten- 
hour day became ciist*unary. Free 
»cbcx>1s were established. Imprison¬ 
ment for debt bec.ifne unp*)pular. 

In 1844 another ^ictivily of labor de- 
ehiped. due to' the agitation of the 
Fouricrite 5k>cialHK and a year later 
industrial cohgre«>>es were held. In 
which men like Horace Greeley took 
part. 

The high prices at about the time of 
the War of Ik* Rcbclliim again 
forced union jhctiviiy. The T..oco- 
motive Engineerz^ were organixed in 
186.L the Ogsnn.ikers in 1864. (he 
Brickliyera and Masons in 1865. 
while numerous si>ur fcderalioiio, etc., 
were formed. . f« ifififi a National Iji- 
bor Union, embrartng them all. was 
in existence, and held conventions till 
187a. Under it thr first right-hour 
agitation was begnn. This led to the 
•uccessful efforta of Wendell Phtllipa,' 
who founded the Maasachusetts 
Bureau of SutLiics of t.abor. the 
forerunner of the present lalmr 
bureaus. The 'national union was 
also in touch t^jkli the Marx Interna¬ 
tional. and aeot delegates. At abA Ut 
this time tfic ^ivht» of St. Crispin 
was formed, put was short-lived, 
owing to its to the de¬ 

velopment of mla^nery. 

The later ki«tnrv of the labor 
moTcment it too wed known to need 
rep«(i(if>n here. The wonderful ri«e 
of the Knights of Labor, the growth 
of the American Federation of Ijihor. 
until it now repre-ents three mUliofui 
of workmen, tae ri«e of the 5kKiaf- 
Democratlc ragormeni to reyreTsenl 
labor on the’ political field, the 
gradual growth^ward the industrial 
form of as*oci^>n. the final success 
of the eight-houx struggle in many 
trades, all (his .is no news to the 
readers of a lalkic paper Capitalism 
is reaching the ifojth of its sway and 
labor frpm nosg is to play more 
and more 4j| a pari in the affairs of 
men. Before it be fields unconquered, 
vet sure to fall before its banners of 
hununity and .economic justice ma 
time goes on.
